ECW and Acclaim 
Entertainment, Inc. - a worldwide, 
interactive entertainment company 
- announced that not only would 
the two companies team up to cre- 
ate а groundbreaking video game, 
Hardcore Revolution, but also that 
Acclaim would become a minority 
owner of ECW and will be the 
exclusive, long-term software 
licensee of the promotion. 

The deal had been in the 
works for months. It was kept 
secret because Acclaim had a 
contract with the World Wrestling 
Federation that expired on 
Nov. 15, 1999. Оп Nov. 18, that 
silence was broken.

hardcore action, including an option 
to replace the ring ropes with ` 
barbed wire. 

ECW personalities 
including Rob Van Dam, Mike 
Awesome, Sabu, Tommy Dreamer, 
Raven, Francine, The Impact Players, 
Jerry Lynn and Joey Styles will be 
featured in the game. 

“Players will go wild over 
the outrageous, edgy content and 
faster game play of ECW Hardcore 
Revolution,’ said Mike Archer, video 
game developer. "We expect our 
ECW games will be the most 
highly anticipated wrestling titles in 
the market.” 


Acclaim has also taken an 
equity stake іп ECW.

While relatively new to ECW fans, the key members of 
The Baldies - Tony DeVito and Angel, both 27 years old — have 
been wrestling for most of the 19905. 
After spending years working the independent circuit, 
DeVito and Angel formed a unit in ECW in 1999 and made it 
their goal to ravage ECW's roster and make a name for 
themselves. The group set its sights high by immediately 
targeting the most hardcore wrestlers ECW had to 
offer, including New Jack. 





The Baldies are actually a take-off of the New 
York City street gang called "The Fordham Baldies,” 
whose exploits are chronicled in the motion picture 
“The Wanderers.” The menacing demeanor of the 
gang heavily influenced DeVito and Angel and

DeVito and Angel recruited Lograsso into the 
group with the philosophy that every member would 
be equal to the others. Almost from the start, however, 
there was friction behind the scenes with Lograsso, 
whose reputation for trying to tell the other wrestlers 
what to do did not sit well with Angel and DeVito and 
they decided to do something about it.

Charged pay-per-view - billed as the “first

Dreamer is a grown man. His parents are 
available if he wants to seek a reasonable and 
honest assessment of whether he should keep 
playing Russian roulette with his body. Since being 
accompanied by his father to the Night of 
Champions National Wrestling Alliance show іп 
the New Jersey Meadowlands' Byrne Arena on 
Мау 29, 1984, earning his credentials to be in the 
ring is what the “Innovator of Violence” has been all 
about. Dreamer knew the risks that may make 
unsolicited introductions to him down the line. 

The 6-foot-3, 245-pound veteran of a 
decade of all styles of ring wars isn't ready to begin 
a program of relaxing to muffled rhythms of Tibetan 
drums.

Anyway, | walked into the dressing room 
and there was Rhodes. | was a little nervous and he 
said, "Are you the new referee?” and | said, “Yes | 
am, and we immediately clicked and 
became friends. He gave me a full- 
time job a few years ago іп World 
Championship Wrestling. 

Hiro Matsuda and 
Rhodes hired me for 
New Japan to referee 
the Ric Flair vs. 
Tatsumi Fujinami 
match. | worked with 
Rhodes іп the World 
Wrestling Federation, 
too. Іс was always great 
money everywhere | went 
with him.

In this business you always have to show 
respect to the veterans, especially someone like 
Rhodes. Steve Corino went against this code by 
confronting Rhodes in Atlanta on Dec. 2, 1999. |с 
reminded me of another young, smart-ass who 
came up to me after a match in Florida more than 
10 years ago who we all know now as Raven. 


Meeting Raven 

| was coming back from the ring with 
Barry Windham and right before | got through 
the dressing room door, Raven reached over the rail 
and almost grabbed me. He said, 1 can do whatever 
the wrestlers do. | can do it and | can do it better.” 
He came off as this spoiled, rich, cocky kid. | turned 
the tides on him and said, "OK kid, why don't you 
come backstage with me?" | was going to make sure 
the cockiness was beat right out of him, whether it 
was by me or someone else in the locker room. He 
was intelligent enough not to come with me 
because he knew what was going to happen. 

Next time | saw him, he's Johnny Polo in 
the WWE In fact, we went together to buy the 
boots and chaps he needed for the Polo outfit. 
Raven is a really odd guy. One minute he can be 
brash and cocky, and the next he is morbid and 
depressed. But since that night in Florida, he has 
paid his dues and | consider him one of the top 
50 wrestlers of all time, although Raven probably 
hates that because he thinks he's one of the 

top 10. 
| think Van Dam is the most talented guy in 
the business and Sabu has the biggest heart 


and the most courage. I’ve never seen anybody 


put his body on the line every night like Sabu. l've 
risen to the top of my game with these two guys 
and they have risen to the top with me. Even 
though part of me wants to see the end result of a 
match between them, l'm scared at what they might 
do to each other. Either way l'm still a winner. ecw
